morning. She said that she could not 
get the baby to quit crying and took 
from a dish what she supposed was 
catnip tea^or saffron and gave it to 
the child. She said she tasted it first 
herself and that it tasted bitter but 
did not burn her mouth. 
"The thought of doing away with 


the baby never entered my mind," said 
Mrs. Settles. "I always was fond of 
children, aad had no intention of tak- 
ing my baby's life. My niother always 
gave catnip tea'to children when they 
fwere sick and I supposed that was 
What I was giving the baby." 


When asked who is the father of 


the child, she s"aid she did not know. 
She said she did not know she was in 
a delicate condition at the time she 
married Donald Settles in Canton. She 
said she did not know where the sol- 
dier is -who she claims assaulted her 
on the way home from a social at her 
former home in Grand Tower, 111. last 
Ja«TiB.ry 
It is supposed he is the 


father of the child that died at "West 
Lafayette the night of October 5. 


She said she and her husband are 


ettll friendly and that she was expect, 
ing him to come to Coshocton soon as 
be tiad told her he would bring her a 
pie and the rest of her wearing ap- 
parel. She said she was anxious for 
word to come from Columbus, with 
reference to the analysis of the child's 
internal organs, as she is anxious to 
get out of jail on bond.

The long delay in receiving the re- 


port of the chemical analysis at Co- 
lumbus tends to strengthen the theory 
that it may not have been lysol or car- 
bolic acid which she gave the child, as 
it would seem that so long a time 
•w'ould not be required to determine 
the matter if a strong poison had been 
administered.

Comparison of reports from various 
districts .showed that only In a very 
imited number of regions Is there 
any anticipation of financial difficulty 
provided that crops are allqwed to 
move freely to market. 
Despite 
a 


slight downward tendency in the re 
nerve ratio tit Federal Reserve banks 
it. has boen pnssibln to avnifl any ma- 
terial increase in the strain upon the 
financial resources of the' country. 
Much more has been done thru redis- 
counts between Federal Reserve bank 
to relieve tho needs of the interior 
than was ever don-e in the old days 
thru shipments of -currency or Treas- 
ury deposits In banks. 
It is, in fact, 


certain that the total extension of aid 
in this way to the agricultural dis- 
tricts during- the current autumn by 
tho agency of inter-bank rediscounts 
in the Federal Reserve System has 
been far greater than in any preced- 
ing season. 
Foreign exchange has 


naturally continued depressed and un- 
certain, as must be the case so long 
as there IB so great an unsettled bal- 
ance duo the United States and so 
serious an'uncertainty regarding the 
future of our orodit policy. Nev'Srthe- 
less, the fact that during the past 
week ster.Mng lias not gone below $3,40

appeared. . Many projects of further 
foreign financing- are under consider- 
ation, and with the Increased Invest- 
ment demand which > now seems to 
exist appear to have at least a fair 
chance of success. In so far as they 
do succeed they hare the same Influ- 
ence as tho domestic corporate financ- 
ing upon the banking situation, since 
by provldiug-«-caah for the liquidation 
of Immediate liabilities they tend to 
put conditions back upon a liquid foot- 
ing. 
Progress in Railroad Development*. 
Announcement on the part of the 


Treasury that it had extended loans 
to milroads in an amount close to 
$200,000,000 for equipment purposes, 
together with a list of tho railroads 
thus aided, shows that provision la 
being made under the terms of the 
Transportation aot Tor "the better out- 
fitting of tho carriers.. Statistics com- 
plied by the Kaatern railroads also 
show that during a recent month an 
increase of about two miles a day In 
car milesire was effected, an Increase 
which may be regarded as equivalent 
to about 100,000 freight cars.

The origin of the Hallowe'en season 


Is ably narrated~in the following para- 
graphs quoted from an authority. 


"Hallowe'en which brings to most 


of us visions of fun and jollity, is an 
old, old festival. The old Romans held 
it about the first of November in hon- 
or of Pomona, the goddess of fruit 
trees. 
In Britain the 
Druids cele- 


brated a festival at the same time in 
honor of the sun god, and, In thanks- 
giving for 
harvest, 
and the 
two 


festivals seem to have become one In 
the minds of the Britons. When the 
people became Christians the 
early 


Church Fathers wisely let them keep 
their old feast, but gave it a new as- 
sociation by holding it in commemora- 
tion of all departed souls. Thus the 
eve of the festival came to be called 
All Hallow E'en. The name comes from 
the old English word halwe, or as we 
now say, holy. 


"Many beliefs grew up about

feast, such as the belief that on Its

set in order before the Inhabitants of 
the villages went to rest.
